Befare him, Montague was the 
only Book that drew the Attention 
of the {mall Number of Foreigners 
who underftood French; but Mon- 
tagne’s Stile is neither fo pure, nor 
fo corre&t, nor fo diftinét, nor fo no- 
ble.—He is emphatical and familiar, 
and treats great Subjects in a plain 
Manner: It is that Simplicity that 
pleafes; People love the Character 
of the Author; they are pleafed 
with finding themfelves in what he 
fays of himfelf; and they love to 
converfe, and to change the Dif- 
courfe and the Opinion with him. — 
I have often heard Montagne’s Lan- 
guage regretted ; it is his Imagina- 
tion which ought to be regretted ; 
his Imagination was ftrong and bold, 
but his Language was very far from 
being fo. | 

Marot, from whom Montagne learn- 
ed his Manner of exprefling himfelf, 
was fcarcely ever known but in his 
own Country —Among ourtelves he 
has been well received, becaufe of 
fome Tales, naturally told, and be- 
caufe of fome licentious Epigrams, 
whofe Succefs always depends upon 
the Subjeét; but this litle Sort of 
Merit has for a long Time debafed 
our Language. —In this Stile we 
wrete Tragedies, Poems, Hiltories, 
and even Books of Morality.

If Malherbe was the firft that 
fhewed the Power of that great Art 
of putting our Words in their pro- 
per Place, he was then the firft that 
was elegant.—But were a few har- 
monious Stanza’s fufficient for en- 
gaging Foreigners to ftudy our Lan- 
guage ?—They read the admirable 
Poems of the Ferufalem, the Orlando, 


the Pajior fido, and the fine Morfels D 


of Petrargue.—Could they rank with 
thefe Mafter - Pieces a very {mall 
Number of French Verfes, well wrote 
indeed, but feeble, and almoft void 
of Imagination ? 

The French Language would there- 
fore have for ever remained in its 
Mediocrity, without one of thefe 
Men of Genius born to change and 
to elevate the Mind of a mr 2 Na- 
tion. — This was he that was the 
greateft among thofe who were the 
firlt Members of your Society.—It 
was Corzie/fe alone who began to 
make our Language refpefled by Fo- 
reigners, precilely at the Time that 
Cardinal Richiicu began to make our 
Crown reipected.— Both the one and 
the other {pread our Glory through- 
out Europe. — After Corniclle, came, 
I will not fay, Men of a greater Ge- 
nius, but Men who were better Wri- 
ters.— One Man ( Racine ) arofe, who 
was at the fame Time more pathe- 
uch, and more correct; who: had

fometimes as fublime, always nobl.

tims, but Reafon and Virtue are in- 
mortal.—You had in all Kinds 2 
Multitude of great Men, whom Ni- 
ture brought forth, as in the Ages of 
Leo the Tenth and Auguftus —Thenit 
was that other Nations fought gree- 
dily in your Authors wherewithal to 
improve themfelves; and Thanks ia 
part to the Care of Cardinal Richa, 
they have adopted your Language 
with the fame Eagernefs, wherewith 
they have endeavoueed to deck them- 
felves with the Workmanthip of 
our ingenious Artifts; for which laf 
we owe Thanks to the Care of th 
great Colbert. we

bited by nothing but wild Beafts.— 
Your Dramatick Pieces are acted 
there, and the fame natural Goutt, 
which makes the Jtal/ian Mufick re- D 
ceived in the City of Peter the Great 
and his worthy Daughter, makes 
them in Love with your Eloquence. 
This Honour, which is put by fo 
many Nations upon our excellent 
Authors, is a Warning given to us 
by Europe not to degenerate.—I E 
will not fay that we are precipitately 
running into a fhameful Decline, as 
Satirilts do often cry, who fecretly 
expect to juftify their own Weakneis 
by that Weaknefs, which in Publick 
they impute to the Age they live in. 
—I acknowledge that the Glory of F 
our Arms is better fupported than that 
of our Learning; but the Fire which 
animated us is not as yet extinét.— 
Thefe later Years, have they not 
produced the only Book of Chrono- 
logy, in which the Manners of Men, 
and the Characters of Courts and A- G 
ges were ever defcribed? A Work, 
which, if it contained, like fo many 
thers, nothing but dry Inftruction, 





one of thofe amiable Men of Wit, 
whom 7éu/lus and Ovid would have 
look’d on as their Difciples, and 
whofe Friendfhip they would have 
been fond of. 

The Theatre, I grant, is threatned 
with approaching Ruin ; but, at leaft, 
I fee here the true tragical Genius, 
(Mr. de Crebillon) who has always 
ferved me for a Guide, when I 
made any Attempt to tread the fame 
Path. I look upon him with the 
fame melancholy Pleafure,with which 
we view a Hero upon the Ruins 
of his native Country, which he has 
bravely defended.—I can recken a- 
mong you, thofe who, after the great 
Moliere, have accomplifhed the De- 
fign of rendering Comedy a School 
of Morality and Decency ; a School 
which, in France, deferved the Con- 
fideration, that at Athens was fhewn 
to a Theatre not near fo chatte. ~-— 
If that celebrated Gentleman, (Mr. 
de Fontenelle) who was the firlt that 
adorned Philofophy with the Graces 
of Imagination; belongs. to a Time 
a little more remote, he is ftill the 
Honour and the Comfort of your 
Days.

* The Princefs Royal of Sweden, 
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farily uncommon, efpecially after the 
Tafte and Genius of a Nation has 
been formed.—Improved Minds are 
then in the fame Cafe with thofe 
Forefts, where the Trees being clofe 
and tall, do not allow any one to 
raife its Head above the reit.— When 
Commerce is in few Hands, we fee 
fome prodigious Fortunes, and a 
great deal of Mifery ; but when it 
comes into many Hands, there 1s 2 
general Opulence, and but few im- 
menfe Fortunes.—This is precifely 
the Cafe, Gentlemen; becauie there 
are in France a great many Men of 
Wit and Learning, we thall from 
henceforth find fewer of a fuperior 
Genius. 

But, in fine, notwithftanding this 
univerfal Improvement of our Na- 
tion, I will not deny but that our 
Language, become fo polite, and 
which ought to be fixt by fo many 
good Performances, may eafily be-

Foreigners ought to be warned,

At Nine at Night the Column began to 
‘efile.—A Body of Grenadiers under the 
Command of Bucareli, with fome Waggons 
of Ammunition, and half our Cavalry, 
commanded by Demetrius Maboni, Colonel, 
led the Van.— The Brigadier, Don Pedro 
Zevalls, was at the Head of Part of the

Thomas De Corbalan and myfelf, having no 


A fix’d Poft, were often at the Head of the 


Rear Guard, commanded by the Marquis 
de Tovein, who diftinguifh’d himelf in a 
particular Manner. The Mountain Fuzi- 
lcers were divided betwixt the Van Guard 
and Rear Guard. 

In this Difpofition we march’d a Mile 
and a half before we were difcovered by the 
Enemy ; when Pucareli found himfelf ftopp'd 
by a Ditch, and behind it faw a great Body 
of the Enemy’s Infantry and Cavairy ; but 
as the Orders were to attack every Thing 
they fhould meet with, while our Work- 
men with Toels were endeavouring te 
make the Way paffable, our Grenadiers 
with their Bayonets fix’d, and without 
firing a Shot, got over, making a Sergeant 
and 3 Huffars Prifoners, as well as getting 
fome Booty ; but thofe that went off gave 
the firft Notice of our coming out of the 
Town, fo that while fome were attacking 
our Rear-Guard, others endeavoured to 
cut us off from the high Grounds, fo that 
our People were engaged up to our Center, 
in driving the Enemy fometimes from one 
Ground, fometimes from another ; and as 
they fucceeded, advancing a little out of 
the Column, we were obliged to divide, ia 
order to fupport thofe that repuls'’d the 
Enemy.—By this Separation, which could 
not be prevented, the Regiment of Spain 
became thé Van Guard, which I made ufe 
of critically to ftop the Enemy, who were 
going to poffefs the Hills upon our Right ; 
if they had fucceeded, they might have 
charg’d in Front a Body of Men already 
fatigu’d, and already charg’d in the Rear, 
which muft have occafioned Diforder and 
Confufion. 

Some Fuzileers took Poffeffion of a 
Houfe in the Way, which indeed could not 
be well defended, but as they faw them. 
felves fupported by the Picquets of the Re- 
giment of Spain, which had already occu- 
pied the Hills near them, they repuls’d the 
Enemy, who took Refuge in another Houfe 
oppofite. They fired from the Windows 
for fome Time at each other. 

While this was doing, the whole Column 
gained the high Ground, and formed in Or- 
der of Battle.

We refolv'd to halt a Day at Mualaz- 
zan?, as well to repofe the Troops as to in- 
form ourfelves of the Road. Coniidering 
that we fhould want Bread, not being able 
to bring more than for 3 Daysfrom Parma, 
we refolved to take the Road of Arbazano, 
and puth for Pontremeli,—We difpofed Mat- 
ters for this March the gift at Night.—The 
Enemy, who, it feems, had fufpected our 
Defign, poffefs’d themfelves of the high 
Ground leading to that Place, with a Body 
fufficient to attack our Rear, while our 
Front fhould be endeavouring to force its 
Way.---Bucarcli, who ftill commanded the 
Van-Guard, finding the Enemy before him, 
and that they now began to fire upon him, 
fent me Notice of it. There was hardly 
Time to deliberate, but confidering that 
our Rear-Guard was ftill near Mulzzzano, 
and that if the Enemy poffefs’d that ftrong 
Pott, there was no Retreat for us, I gave 
Orders to return, and poffefs that Place.— 

This Day all the Bread we brought from 
Parma was {pent ; we were in a Situation 


furrounded with Enemies, with terrible 
Mountains before us, yet the Refolution 
of the greateft Part of our Men was no- 


thing abated. Some few, who had not fo 
gnuch Greatnefs of Soul as the reft, for 
prefent Relief, had the Bafenefs to defert: 
Another Mistortune ftill attended us, our 
Ammunition was almoft fpent; the con- 
tinual A@tion we had been in fince our 
March from Parma, had oonfumed what 
wwe thought would have lafted a great 
While, Inthis Dilemma, we held a Coun- 
cil of War, and refoiv'd to take the Road 
ef C. feel des Montagnes by the Apennines ; 
accordingly we attempted it, on the 22d at 
Night, in two Columns, going thro’ theVil- 
lages of Sshrano and Noewiane, which had 
its Difficulties, becaufe we were obliged to 
pals the little Raver Erza, in going down 
the Hill to pafs which, we found fome Par- 
gies of the Enemy on each Side of us,— 
Our Troops were fo little alarmed that they 
eontinued their March without breaking 
gheir Order; when we were pafs’d all but 
our Rear-Guard, we were attack’d by a

lage of Culana, 11 Miles from ws, to {eck 
for Bread, but by Reafon of the Barren. 
nefs of the Country, very little was fourd 
the whole Column followed foon after.— 

On the 2cth, we marched to Corres, 
having pafs’d the Secchia upon a wooden 
Bridge betwixt this Village, and that of 
Culana 5 and having order’d the Bridge to 
‘be broke down as foon as our People had 
pais’d, the Enemy endeavoured to prevent 
it, but in vain.—We were commonly in- 
commoded either with Snow or Ra, 
and the Soldiers complained for Bread: | 
was in Hopes, however, thefe Diftrelies 
would end as foon as we fhould enter Jw- 
cany, becaufe of the Neutrality which fill 
fubfifted.—On the 26th, we enter’d that 
Duchy, lying at the Village of Sala/we, and, 
altho’ I fent a Letter to the Governour d 
Fivizano by Demetrius Mabeni, ofie:ing 
pay readyMoney for everyThing that {hould 
be furnithed for our Troops, we had no 
Relief : On the coritrary, we were attack- 
ed on the 27th in gcing out of Salama with 
£rcater Vigour than ever. It was upon 
this Occafiun that the Regiment of Spa 
gain’d fo much Honour, which being pol- 
ed upon a high Ground, and joined by fom 
Picquets, repuls’d the Enemy, and gave 
the Column Time to defile. The Soldies 
had no Subfiftence but a little Bread made 
of Chefinut Meal, 

This Day I received Intelligence, th 
the Enemy had poffefs'd themfelves ofthe 
Bridge of Solera upon the Pallaron, wher 
we muft neceffarily pafs, and al‘o that they 
occupied the Cattle of Uda ; but upon our 
Approach the Enemy abandon’d that Bride} 
feeing the Difpofitions we made to attack

and were incontinual Aion, more or lefs, 
for > Days; but it is not doubted but the

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On refuming. the War under Q. Anne, 
the fprightly Gauls fet their fitdle Wits to 
Work again, and invented a wonderful 
Machine, commonly call’d a HoopsPeti- 
coat, In this fine Scheme they had more 
Views than one; they had compar’d their 
own Climate and Conttitution with that of 
the Britifh; and finding both warmer, 
they naturally enough concluded, that would 
only be pleafingly cool to them, which 
would perhaps give the Briti/b Ladies the 
Rheumatifm ; and that if they once got 
them off their Legs, they fhould have 
them at Advantage: Befides, they had 
been informed, tho’ falfely, that the Br.

DescrieTION of CHARLEROY, Ge. 30, 


Aufrian Netherlands, that are not yet fub- 
dued by the French, is a Place of confide. 
rable Importance on Account of its Strength 
and Situation. It was a Village, cail’d 
Charney, till the Year 1666, when-the Spa- 
miards fortified it, and called it by the pre- 
fent Name, in Honour of Charis II. the 
laft King of Spain of the Anfrian Family. 
It is a regular Hexagon, fituated on the 
North Banks of the Sawdre, where it re- 
ceives the Pieton, which River and a fland- 
ing Body of Water cover it on the Faft 
and Weft ; fo that it is open only onthe 
North. There is a Bridge over the Sabre, 
which leads to a large Crown-work on the 
South of that River, and a Horn-work 
points to the Angle where the Picton and 
Sambre meet. 

The French took Charleroy the very next 
Year after it was fortified, and kept it by 
the Peace of Aix-/a-Chapelle till 1678, 
when it was reftored to the Spaniard: by 
the Treaty of Nimeguen, They and the 
Dutch, under the Prince of Orange, had 
twice befieged it in vain during this Interim, 
in 1672 and 1677. In 1692 the French 
bombarded it, and in 1693 took it hy Siege

and the Eleétor of Bavaria not being able 
to relieve it. The Marquifs de Villeroi di- 
reéted this Siege, and the famous Duke of 
Luxemburgh covered it. 

By the Treaty of Ry/wick in 1697, Char- 
leroy was reftored to the Spaniards ; but the 
French feized it again in 1700, upon the 
Death of the fame King of Spain who gave 
it its Name, and kept it till the Peace of 
Uirecbt, when they were obliged to evacuate 
it to the late Emperor Charles VI, who held 
it till his Death, as his Daughter, the Em- 
prefs-Queen, has done ever fince. 

This Town ftands in the County of Na. 
mur, wery near the Borders of Hainault, 
14 Miles Weft of Namur, 21 Eaft of Mins, 
and 26 South of Bru/fels.

This Vic- 
tory was followed by the Reduction not of 
Mons only, but of almoft all Hainault, the 
greateft Part of which was confirmed to 
the Houfe of Aufiria by the Peace of 
Utrecht.

Having given a Defcription of Charleroy 
end Mons, p. 301, 302, we fball bere infert 
tbe following brief Account of Namur. 

Namur is efteem’d one of the ftrongeft 
Towns in Europe. It ftands on the Weit 
Side of the Maeje, juft where it receives 
the Sambre ; this latter River Tunning be- 
tween the Town and the Citadel. The 
taking of it by Lewis XIV. in 1692, was 
applauded as one of the greateft Aétions of 
his Life. Boileau, the beft French Poet of 
his Age, wrote an Ode on the Occafion, in 
which he pretended to imitate the Fire of 
Pindar, King William retook it in 1695, 
but with very great Lofs: However, his 
Succefs prompted Mr, Prior, who was then 
young, to burlefque the French Ode in an 
Englifh Ballad, which is a very fingular 
Piece of Humour, It fell again into the 
Hands of the French the Death of 
Charles 11. King of Spain, and remain’d fo 
till the Peace of Utrecht gave it to the Em- 
ae Charles VI. The great Duke of Marl- 
"rough, amidft all his Victories, never at- 
'empted to make himfelf Mafter of Namur 
by Force of Arms.

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HE following are the moft remarkable 

Accounts we have had nce our laft, 
of the warlike Operations in. the Netber- 
lands and Lombardy. With regard to the 
Netherlands, it was expected, that after the 
Surrender of the Citadel of Antwerp, the 
French Army. would have marched to at- 
rack the. Allied Army under Marthal Ba- 
thiani, notwithitanding its being retired into 
the Dutch Territories ; but whether it was 
from the ftrong Situation of that Army in 
their Camp at Terhyde, behind Breda, or 
from a Fear of drawing the Dutch into the 
War againft them, or from any fecret 
Treaty, the French were fo far from march- 
ing to attack the Allied Army, that they 
were vaftly careful not to make the leaft 
Incroachment ypon the Dutch Frontier, or 
give them any Caufe of Offence. On the 
contrary, they immediately ordered large 
Detachments from their Army to march 
back, fo that it was for fome Time uncer- 
tain whether they were to lay Siege to 
Namur, Charleroy, or Monss At laft, upon 
the 7th Inftant, 0. S. this Uncertainty was 
cleared up, by the French beginning the 
Siege of Mons in Form ; and at the fame 
Time they invefted St. Ghiflain, which is 
a lietle Fort near Mons. ‘On that Day the 
Trenches were opened before both Places, 
ander the Dire€tion of the Prince of Contr, 
who commands the Troops employed in 
the Siege, and is covered by the Army un- 
der Marthal Saxe, which lies encamped be- 
tween Lier and Antwerp. As there is a 
Garifon of sooo Men in the City of Mons, 
and soo in St. Gh:flain, a vigorous Defence 
is expected from both; and by our laft 
Accounts, dated the 14th, the Befiegers 
had made no great Advance, their Works 
having been retarded by the great Rains 
which had lately fallen in thofe Parts. His 
Moft Chriftian Majefty thinking, it feems, 
his Prefence of as much Confequence at the 
Lying-in of the Dauphinefs, as it could be 
at the Siege of Mons, left his Army before 
the Siege was begun, in order to return to 
Perfailles, where he arriv’d the 3d, and as 
feon as the Dauphinefs is brought to Bed, 
‘tis faid, he will return to the Army, if 
Affairs are not fettled before that Time. 

As the Army of the Allies is not nu- 
merous enough to face the French, it has 
remained clofe in its Camp at Terbyde with- 
out attempting any Thing ; but Reinforce- 
ments are daily arriving. On the 2d, 3d, and 
4th, it was joined by the 10,000 Harowe. 
rians, from Hanover; on the 18th, Prince 
Wilsam of Hefje arrived at Williamfadt, with 
the Hejfian Troops, and three E ngl fp Regi- 
ments from Scor/and, in order to join that 
Army ; and the whole Body of Axfrian 
Troops coming from Germany, confifting 
of 25,000 Men, will, it is reckon’d, have 
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joined it by the 4th of next Month, after 
which we may expect fome A Aion ix Fi, 
ders, if not prevented by Negotiations, _ 

With regard to the War in Lombard 
nothing very remarkable happened fine. 
our laft, till the 15th, WV. S. when ther 
was a Battle near Placentia, of which we 
had the firft Account from the Hi-., as 
follows: An Exprefs is this Minute @: 
rived from Prince Lichtenfiein, with the fol. 
Jowing important News, wz. That upon 
the rsth Inftant, N.S. at Eleven at Night 
the combined Army of Spaniards, Fron-h, 
Neapolitans, and Gencef?, under the Com. 
mand of the General Count d- Gages, had 
attacked the Aufirian Army before Ply. 
tia, and that the Battle lated, with 3 con. 
tinual Fire, till between Nine and Ten the 
next Morning, when the Emprefs’s Forces 
under the Prince de Lichtenffcin, repulfed 
the Enemy, and obtained a fignal Vidory, 
The Number of the Slain on the Part of 
the Enemy was not yet known, but the 
Auftrians had taken above thirty Colours 
and Standards, ten Pieces of Cannon, and 
above 3000 Prifoners, the greateft Part of 
them wounded, and amongft them fom: 
Hundreds of Officers, particularly the Ge- 
nerals Aremburg and Wurtz, and fome Bri- 
gadiers, The French Troops and the Sps- 
nifo Guards fuffer’d moft. The Lol of 
the Aufirrans, in Killed and Wounded, was 
computed at near 3000 Men. Amongtt 
the latter was Lieutenant Genera] Kx’, the 
Colonel of Vette’s Regiment, and fome 
other Field Officers. The Colonel of &- 
renclax"s Regiment was killed, and Colonel 
Budei of the Sclavonians taken. 

The Courier fent by Prince Lichterfen 
adds by Word of Mouth, that Marfhal 
Maillebois had joined General Gages before 
the Adtion ; and that both his Corps, and 
all the reft of the Allied Forces, were {hut 
up in and about Placentia ; and that they 
cannot now get off without a fecond 
A@tion. 

To which we thall add the following 
Account from the General Quarters of the 
King of Sardinia at Sciatezzio, Fune 6, 0.5. 
es nour Arrival at Wow on the 30th ult. 
we fred that the French had abandoned 
all the Pofts on our Right, but that fome 
Genoefe Troops ftill maintained theméelves 
in Owada, a kind of Fortrefs upon the 
Frontiers of their Republick. They refu'ed 
to furrender at the firft Summons, and w¢ 
were obliged to thew them fome Cannon; 
immediately after which, the Garifon, 
conftfting of 230 common Men, 1° Off. 
cers, and a Lieutenant-Colonel, fi . 
ed themfelves Prifoners of War. 

The King feeing on the 31ft ult. that the 
French retired in great Hafte at the Ap:

Some Hours after, the King received di- 
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reftly from that Army, the Confirmation 
of the Victory won by the Prince of Lich- 
tenflein, who took Notice, that he had’been 
attacked on the Right and Left with equal 
Force ; that on one Side the Spaniards had 


gained fome fmall Advantages, which they 


did not however long enjoy ; and that, at 
laft, the three combined Nations had been 
well beaten, efpecially the French; that 
being forced to abandon the Field of Battle, 
the Enemy retired into their Camp under 
Favour of their heavy Artillery. That the 
Imperial Foot and Horfe had both done 
Wonders; that the Heat of the A@tion 
lafted above five Hours; that they rec- 
koned already 2500 Prifoners, more being 
expected every Moment; that there were 
among them a good many Officers of Dift 
tinétion, and Abundante of Wounded ; 
that the Affair was exceeding bloody ; that 
it was not yet poffible to count the Lofs on 
both Sides, but that of the Enemy was 
undoubtedly the moft confiderable ; that the

By the Pofition that the King’s Army 
will take To-morrow, along the Tyrone 
and the Narotta, all Communication will 
be entirely cut off between the Enemy and 
the State of Genoa.”’ 

To this we hall add, that by a Letter 
from the Auffrian Camp, dated Fune 6, 0.8. 
we have an Account, that a Reinforcement 
of 10,000 Men from Germany was then 
advanced as far as Cremona, which is but 
three Leagues from their Army; fo that 
the French and Spanifb Armies feem to be 
in.a mott defperate Situation, 

The French Fleet mentioned in our laft, 
continued in the Road off Rocbelle till the 
art NV. S. when they failed out, but the 
Wind changing, they were obliged to: put 
back and come to an Anchor in the After- 
noon: However, as the Wind came about 
again in the Evening, it was thought they 
would fail again the next Morning, ‘The
